JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 21— 
Carl Austin Hall and Mrs, Bon- 
nie Brown Heady, who planned 
to spend their lives in luxury 
with $600,000 ransom from a kid- 
naping, today occupied bare, 
cheerless cells in the state prison, 
awaiting execution in just 27 
days for their brutal crime. 


From Cell No. 18 in “death 
row,” Hall can see the exhaust 
pipe of the lethal gas chamber 
where he and his alcoholic com- 
panion are to die Dec. 18 for 
the kidnap-murder of young 
Bobby Greenlease. The window 
in Mrs. Heady’s cell No. 25 looks 
out upon a solitary sycamore 
tree. 


The prisoners will be within 
shouting distance of each other, 
but Warden Ralph Eidson said 
he:“didn't think there would be 
much shouting.” ‘ 


Their Last Reunion. 
Ne’er-do-well Hall and plump 
Mrs. Heady, who lived together, 
planned their horrible crime to- 
gether and then failed to obtain 
rmission to marry before they 
ie, will have their last reunion 
in a ride in a prison automobile 
egg death row to the gas cham- 
r. 


That trip, over a twisting quar- 
ter mile of rough prison streets 
and lanes, will be made 30 min- 
utes before the joint execution, 
scheduled for 12:01 a.m. on 
Dec. 18. 

Hall no longer appears the 
cold-blooded individual who first 
tried to strangle young Bobby 
Greenlease, then put a pistol 
bullet into the head of the strug- 
gling child near a Kansas farm 
last Sept. 28. . 

He has told a Presbyterian 
clergyman he is definitely sorry 
for hig crime and he has begun 
to philosophize on the reasons 
for his downfall from the period 
when. he was young man with 
a bright future assured by a 
$200,000 inheritance. 

As the kidnapers arrived at 
the state prison oe gy! from 
Jackson county jail in Kansas 
City, Hall told an official: “Lots 
of people are in here because of 
ao i They usually learn too

“She Pretends Joviality. 


Mrs. Heady, although she also 
has shown signs of repentance, 
continued her pretense of jovial- 
ity. She chatted with Hall as 
they were going through two 
gates at the prison entrance. 

When the kidnapers were 
being ee. she said 
jokingly: “This ig just like a 
homecoming.” 

Apparently her reference was 
to a robbery term that Hall 
served in the prison before being 
paroled seven months ago. 

However, the 41-year-old di- 
vorcee, seven years older than 
Hall, showed at one point she 
was not entirely oblivious to the 
enormity of her crime. 

As she crossed a prison yard 
en route to “death row,” she 
said to Mrs. Bertha Carroll, su- 
perintendent of the women’s 
prison: “Some people looked at 
me so horrible.” 

Mrs. Heady shiyered in the 
cold, and Mrs. Carroll placed a 
coat over her shoulders. 

Guard Against Poisoning. 

The kidnapers’ three meals a 
day will be brought from the 
officers’ mess, rather than from

Johnson, 27, an unemployed au- 
tomobile salesman living in the 
5000 block of Delmar boulevard, 
and Robert P. Dickey, 22, a la- 
borer, 5100 block of Enright 
avenue. 


The prisoners, for whom bond 
of $50,000 each was recom-. 
mended, refused to make state- 
ments about the bank robbery, 
in which three bank employes 
and four customers were threat- 
ened with a sub-machinegun 
and pistols. 


Tip te Police. 


Capture of the bank robbers 
and recovery of $18,500 of the 
loot resulted from a tip to Cen- 
tralia police by a citizen, whose 
identity was withheld, the Post- 
Dispatch was informed. The 
three men were reported to 
have driven into Centralia early 
yesterday in Heirman’s 1946 
Cadillac, which was in bad con- 
dition from a hard drive. 

The information was passed 
on to the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation at Springfield, and 
a search of Heirman’s automo- 
bile led to discovery of a Mis- 
souri dealer’s license plate. The 
plate was for an attomobile 
stolen from a parking lot at 
2219 Olive street Thursday 
morning, and later used by the 
bank robbers in ‘heir flight.

As the Eisenhower Administration formulates 
its proposals for a new farm program, the prin- 
cipal issue has become whether that program 
shall favor high and fixed price supports, as the 
present law provides, or flexible price supports, 
as Secretary Bensof® has spoken out for.

have. On the contrary, MJ the odds favor the 

extension of high and frigid’ supports to some 
commodities not now so covered. 

Whatever the decision may be, we believe it 
is time for Congress-andthe people to consider 
a more basic issue. The fundamental question 
is not where to peg prices, but. what method to 
use in supporting farm:income. 

If it be assumed that farm income will be 


- supported somewhere and somehow—and this, 


we believe, is a safé assumption—the people 
ought to ask themselves what is the best and 
cheapest way of doing so. 

The trouble with price supports is that they 
have to be paid for twice. The taxpayer pays 
for price supports once in the federal expendi- 
tures that are necessary to maintain the, pro- 
gram. As a consumer he pays for them a sec- 
ond time in the higher food prices resulting 
from the program. All the processing and dis- 
tributing margins are applied to a higher price 
structure, and so compound the ultimate cost 
to the consumer. 

Is there no other way of supporting farm 
income, if it is going to be supported? There 
is such a way, and it should be given honest 
and frank consideration. This is the principle 
of direct payments to the farmer, under which 
he receives a subsidy in cash instead of in the 
form of a pegged price. 

The minute anybody mentions direct pay- 
ments, somebody shouts “Brannan plan!’’ and 
emotion takes over from reason. But catch- 
words and slogans do not dispose of the issue. 
The Brannan plan was a many-sided program 
against which many legitimate objections could 
be leveled. Instead of raking over that old argu- 
ment, we need to look at the farm problem 
as it is today, and to ask: 

If farm income is to be supported in some 
manner and at some level, what is wrong with 
supporting the farmer’s income by direct pay- 
ments to him, instead of by pegging the whole 
farm price ‘structure at an artificial level? 

Direct payments may not be feasible for all 
farm products—but may be feasible for some. 
They might well entail crop controls and mar- 
keting quotas to prevent excess production— 
but so does the present system. They would 
certainly involve some degree of Government 
“management” of agriculture—but so does the 
present system in fact. 

What is so sacred about a system of price 
supports in which the farmer gets a “loan” 
from the Government without any intention of 
repaying it, and then lets the Government take 


the commedity at thé end of the loan period, — 


to store it away for nobody's good? 

What -is wreng with a system by which the 
farmer gets *part' of the fair price for his com- 
modity in, the-market, and part of it from the 
Government, and then lets the commodity move

answers,. At the very least, the people are en- 
titled toa thorough and dispassionate study that 
will show whether some Better method of farm 
aid than price supports cannot be worked out. 
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Embarrassing But Not Unprofitable 

Quentin Reynolds’ new book, “The Man Who 
Wouldn’t Talk,” turns out to be the most un- 
predictable tale of this generation, even to its 
apparently happy ending. 

Mr, Reynolds wrote a dramatic story about a 
Canadian scoutmaster, George ‘DuPre, and his 
adventures as a British intelligence agent tor- 
tured by the Nazis. This saga was even condensed 
for Reader's Digest. Mr. DuPre, however, then 
confounded author and publisher by admitting 
he had never been an intelligence agent and 
had spent the war in Canada. 

Newspapers took a mixed view of all this. 
The Washington Post observed. in kindly fash- 
ion, that most of us engage in heroic fantasies, 
though these do not generally make a book. But 
the Chicago Daily Tribune, which has never been 
enthusiastic about Mr. Rayholds’ political opin- 
ions, scorned the®*“werld famous-eorresp 
for accepting a fictitious character as real. “Art,” 
said the Tribune, “can hardly improve on that 
performance.” 

The Tribune may have been right. For when 
“The Man Who Couldn't Talk” was humbly re- 
classified as fiction, and refunds were offered, 
orders for the book began to pour in. Not even 
a world famous correspondent, nor even the 
world’s greatest newspaper, could have foreseen 
that result. From fed face to black ink is, like 
truth, stranger than fiction.

The University of Illinois has made an attempt

Don Camillo has won a lot of friends 
in America — indeed probably more 
than he has in his native land—and 
there must be by now a good deal of 
interest here in the man who created 
that rugged, swashbuckling cleric. This 
book will go far toward satisfying such 
benevolent curiosity, for Guareschi in 
these pages takes us into his home and 
introduces us to life in his family circle, 
which is as lively and nearly as polemi- 
cal as the guerrilla warfare between 
Don Camillo and his Communist parish- 
ioners. The result is a collection of can- 
did “shorts” of life in a twentieth-cen- 
tury middle-class family, full of affec- 
tionate skirmishing, 
self-conscious atti-

CORRESPONDENT. DISCUSSES 
MAJOR WORLD PROBLEMS 


Revision of the. United Na- 
tions Charter to allow for settle-' 
ment of the Western powers’ co-| 
lonial problems in Asia and 
Africa would result !n the col- 
lapse of the U.N., Mario Rossi, 
diplomatic correspondent for the 
Christian Science Monitor, said 
yesterday. Addressing a lunch- 
eon meeting of the St. Louis 
Council on World Affairs and 
the Discussioneers at the Rio 
Room, Rossi said, “The main 
problems dividing ‘the world to- 
day are the East-West conflict 
and the colonialism versus anti- 
colohialism question.” 

Because Western nations em-| 


phasize the East-West conflict |q 


and are themselves the colonial 
powers, the independence-seek- 
ing nations of the Asian- oo 
bloc refuse to align themselves | 
with the West, he declared. At 
the same time, Rossi noted, the 
Asian-Arab group does not asso- | 
ciate itself with Russia | “because 
of ideological reasons.” 

In attempting to please both 
the Asian-Arab bloc and the 
Western powers:in the U.N,, the 
United States is “in the un- 
happiest position of all,” he — 
To do both, Rossi asserted, 
United States “should ~make it 
clear that in colonialism we do 


not support exploitation of the 


people by the mother country. 
Rather, we should insist that co- 
lonialism mean the education of 
the natives and assert the prin- 
ciple that it should ultimately 
result in self-government.’

Assistant Attorney General in 
charge of the anti-trust division, 
at that time represented two 
major abrasives companies which 
sought advance approval of the 
merger to avoid conflict with 
anti-trust laws. 

The letter, in November 1950, 
tentatively approved the merger 
of the Minnesota Mining & Man- 
ufacturing Co. and the Carbo- 
rundum Co. The merger plans) 
later fell through because of a} 
change in the law. 

McGrath said he did not know | 
what fee Bergson received for | 
his work for the two firms. 
United States District Attorney 
Leo A. Rover said Bergson re- c 
ceived a $50,000 fee from each 
company. 

Bergson’s appearance in the. 
case formed the basis of one of 
two charges contained in an in- 
dictment returned last Monday, 
charging him with violating the 
“conflict of interests” law. That

wrong foot and never did get 
back on the right path. He 
should have opened with two 
diamonds, on his six-card Suit, 
then bid and rebid hearts. As 
he actually conducted the auc- 
tion, North had no way of know- 
ing about South’s relative suit- 
lengths, and so his “preference” 
of hearts at the four-level was 
eminently correct. South still 
might have landed at the right 
spot, diamonds, if he had applied’ 
the elementary logic of bidding 
five diamonds instead of five 
hearts, but in any case his inept 
approach made it impossible to 
reach the diamond slam that 
would bave been ironclad. 

To make a bad matter very 
much worse, South mangled the 
play at five hearts. West opened 
the king of spades. Declarer 
ruffed, led the nine of clubs to 
dummy’s king, and then hope- 
fully took a trump finesse. West 
won the trick and continued 
with spades, and now South was 
in quicksand. He could not well 
refuse to ruff, but when hg did 
ruff he was one trump shorter 
than West, and the hand became 
completely unmanageable. As 
a matter of fact South went down 
three tricks. when he tried for 
a 3-3 break of trumps by cash- 
ing the ace and king. 

A player is not going to get 
rich when, dealt such a hand as 
South’s, he lands in such a con- 
tract, but he should at least make 
the contract, for a pretty good 
profit, instead of paying out 200 
points. (‘South did collect for 
his honors.) When South was 
ruffed down on the opening 
jead, he could not afford the 
luxury of'a trump finesse. The 
hand could not be made if 
trumps broke very badly, so the 
right line, obviously, was to lay 
down the ace and king of trumps, 
playing for no worse than a 4-2 

break. Then, after cashing the 
top cards, South should simply 
“run side trieks, perfectly willing 
to let both of the still-outstand- 
ing trumps make against him.

WO grade school children, 
T an lil-year-old girl and a 6- 

year-old . boy are now pa- 
tients at City Hospital suffering 
from diphtheria, a preventable 
disease, 

Both of these children had 
been immunized when they were 
babies but had not received 
, booster” shots to keep their 
immunity at a high enough level 
to protect them from diphtheria. 
If these children had received 
routine “boster” shots at 3 years 
of age, at school entrance and 
again at 10 years of age, they 
would not now be in the hospital 
with diphtheria. 


7 * *¥ 

SIX CASES of diphtheria have 
been reported to the Health Di- 
vision so far this year—six chil- 
dren needlessly suffering froma 
serious communicable disease 
that can be practically eradicat- 
ed if all parents will take the 
necessary steps to have their 
children pratected. 

These steps consist of giving 
three injections, a month apart, 
of a protective substance called 
toxoid to stimulate the child’s 
body so that it will develop pro- 
tection or immunity against 
diphtheria. ; 

This protective substance {is 
now usually given in combina- 
tion with other protective treat- 
ments to protect the child 
against whooping cough and 
tetanus at the same time. It 
usually requires a period of six 
months for the body to develop 
protection against these diseases 
and for this reason immunization 
should be started as early as two 
month of age so that the baby 
will be fully protected when he 
begins to have contacts with the 
world outside his home. 7 

The next and equally impor- 
tant steps are to follow up this 
initial immunization with ‘“‘boos- 
ter” shots to boost or reinforce 
a child’s previous protection.
